Chicago today, the principal celebra- 
tion being under the auspices of the 
Union League club this afternoon, In 
the Auditorium. Senator 
Hoar, of 


Massachusetts, was the orator of the 
day and delivered a eulogy upon Wash- 
ington before an audience of 4000 peo- 
ple. 


In the evening the principal 
event 


was the banquet at the Union League 
club where Senator 
Hoar 
was the 


guest of honor. Other speakers 
of 


the evening were, President Bancroft, 
of the Union League club, 
President 


Eliot of Harvard college, Rav. Frank 
W. OunBaulus, and Bishop Guiler 
of 
Tennessee. 


Senator Hoar said in part: 
"Edward Bverett, in a great oration 


before the war called upon his coun- 
trymen, as It seemed for a time, in 
vain, to forget, to turn a deaf ear to 
unpatriotic counsels, to the mad cry 
of treason and disunion and return 
once more to the 
patriotic counsel 


of Washington. It seemed, for a time, 
as if the appeal were unheeded. But 
the spasm of 
popular madness and 


rage .passed by, and Washington re- 
sumed his place again as our supreme 
counsellor and leader. He became once 
more the example 
and idol of every 


American soUier and statesman, and 
the farewell 
address 
became once 


again the political bible of every Amer- 
ican. 
Doubt not that this shall hap- 


pen again and again. Other tempta- 
tions will come to us and party spirit 
like Satan sitting at the car of Eve, 
will speak again its baleful counsel In 
the ear of the people. Popular excite- 
ment will be kindled by the lust of em- 
pire and passion for conquest. The eyes 
of the people may be dazzled for a time 
by a false and tinsel military glory. But 
while 
the portrait 
of Waahlngtoi 


hangs in every village; while his sta 
tues adorn our chief cities; while hia

while his image is in the heart of every 
youth, the people will come buck again 
to the wise, sober and just counsel in 
following which lies the path to a true 
glory and a true safety. The American 
people will never long go astray so 
long us to every great question of na- 
tional policy or national duty they 
knowing what Washington would have 
said and know what Washington did 
suy. 


A New Meaning. 


"The 
orator of today puts his em- 


phasis on glory, on empire, on. power, 
on wealth. We live under, and love 
and we still shed our heart's blood for 
the same flag which floated over our 
fathers, and for which they were ready 
to die.
